The figures of births and deaths shown in this state- 
ment for the week ending the 28th January, I960 relate to 
131 towns with an estimated population of 16,751) thousands. 
The total number of towns is 224 and their population is 
27,926 thousands. Thus 58% of the total number of towns 
representing 60% of tho total population is covered in 
this statement. The numbers of births and deaths recorded 
in thoso towns were 8,190 and 5,182 representing birth 
and death rates of 25 ‘4 and 16-1 per thousand of 
population respectively. 

(A) States ( Parts A and 6'). —The data here relate to 104 
towns with an estimated population of 13,649 thousands. 
Information for Bihar, Madras, West Bengal and Assam 
could not be included. The total number of towns is 192 and 
thoir population is 24,354 thousands. Thus 54% of the total 
number of towns representing 56% of the total population 


is covered. Tho numbers of births and deaths recorded in 
these towns wore 6,935 and 4,39ft representing birth and 
death rates of 20-4 and 16 1 7 per thousand of population 
respectively. The table at tho end gives the position by 
provinoos. 

No town recorded a high death rato of 50 or over per 
thousand of population. 

(B) State. ( Part B ). — The data here relate to 27 towns 
with an estimated population of 3,110 thousands. Tho total 
number of towns 's 32 and their population is 3,572 
thousands. Thus 84% of tho total number of towns repre- 
senting 87% of the total population is covered. The numbers 
of births and deaths recorded in these towns were 1,255 and 
787 representing birth and death rates of 21-0 and 13 ■ 2 
per thousand of population respectively. No town recorded a 
high death rate of 50 or over per thousand of population.
